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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CON- 
VENTION. 


ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in the 
State of Connecticut; and to act as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of 
Connecticut in advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particu- 
larly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic interests of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist Churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist Churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a 
hundred resident members and for each church school connected with it; provided, 
however, that no church shall be permitted to send more than five delegates besides 
its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and officers of the 
Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; officers of this Convention and 
members of its Board of Managers; officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, officers of the 
Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council and officers of the Connecticut Baptist Board of 
Promotion shall be exofficio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled 
to all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the General Secretary 
of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording Secretary shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall serve from the close of the 
annual meeting at which they are elected until the close of the next annual meet- 
until their successors have been elected. The Treasurer and Secretary shall be 
elected by the Board of Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, the 
First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also is vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers 
shall elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal 
of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common practice pertain 
to their respective offices. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President of the Convention and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion for the term of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its 
elective members shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Mana- 
gers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the for- 
mer Constitution and for a term of two years those trustees who have two years to 
serve under the former Constitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the 
annual meeting at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen mem- 
bers, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occurring from other 
causes than the expiration of terms, shall be elected at each annual meeting for the 
term of three years. 

Sec. 3 . Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided as nearly 
equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. The President, and the 
Vice-President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privileges and 
authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by by-laws 
adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of all tlie 
delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s previous notice. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Thursday in October, at 7:30 P. M. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the President at 
the direction of the Board of Managers 

Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number shall 
have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the control of the 
Program Committee, which shall have the power to make all arrangements for speak- 
ers for the Convention, except the preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion 
the time to the speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 5. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution and By-Laws 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous consent of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall be regulated 
by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 7. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day of May. 

ARTICLE 11. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, to report 
at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher of the 

next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed each year to 

report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each association, nominated by 
the delegates of the respective associations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting of five or more 
members, including the president of the Convention, the president of the Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the general secretary and the pastor of the 
entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting consisting of three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of six members, one from each Association. 

E. A committee on resolutions. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President. 
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ARTICLE III. PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine (9) 
members appointed for three (3) years, and so constituted that the terms of three 
of its members shall expire yearly. Three (3) members of the Council shall be 
laymen, and the Secretary of the Convention shall be a member ex-officio. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Article shall appoint the present members of 
the Committee on Ministerial Standing as members of the Permanent Council in 
the order of their terms of service. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches, pastors and Association Permanent Councils. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President each year shall appoint the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious 
Education and these delegates shall constitute the Convention Committee on the 
Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education. 


BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual meeting of 
the Convention; one on a date in April or May, determined by itself; and one on 
the day preceding the next annual meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and shall 
be called by him upon the request in writing of five members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, un- 
less excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating a vacancy. 
Removal of any member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. The 
Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership during the in- 
terim between annual meetings of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his ab- 
sence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board 
shall proceed to choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec. 6. The traveling expenses of the members to all meetings of the Board, 
excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of the Convention, shall be 
paid by the Convention. 
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ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion when it is not in session and have supervision through the General Secretary of 
all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board, in co-operation with the Council of Finance and Promotion 
of The Northern Baptist Convention, shall provide for raising and disbursing money 
for the work of the Convention and the co-operating and other affiliating societies 
included in the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention, according to 
the Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall prepare annually a budget embracing the estimated fi- 
nancial needs of all departments of the Convention for the ensuing year, to be sub- 
mitted for authorization by the Finance Committee of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Council of Finance and 
Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention determining the portion the Coun- 
cil shall bear of the expenses incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the American Bap- 
tist Publication Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an 
equitable basis the expense of promoting in Connecticut the work of Christian edu- 
cation. 

Sec. 6. The Beard shall effect an agreement with the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an equitable 
basis the expense of home missionary work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid of churches 
and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other workers in accordance with the 
rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed properly to con- 
duct the work of the Convention, including, as may be deemed necessary, a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Director of Christian Education, a Director of 

Promotion, a Collector of Missionary Funds, and a Treasurer who may be either a 

person or a fiduciary institution of approved standing. The Director of Promotion, 

who may be one of the other agents, shall be chosen by concurrent acting of the 

Board and the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor, who shall carefully audit 
the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. The Auditor shall be a cer- 
tified public accountant, or firm of accountants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all persons em- 
ployed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 
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Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its membership the 
following committees which shall be charged with definite responsibilities in the work 
of the Convention: 

A. A Missionary Committee, to be styled "The Connecticut Baptist Board of 
Promotion”, consisting of not more than eighteen members. The Woman s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut and the National Societies of The Northern Baptist 
Convention each shall have the right to appoint one member, preferably from the 
membership of the Board of hdanagers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of six members, and the President. 

C. Committee on Christian Education, consisting of seven members. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable of one mem- 
ber from each association. 

G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of one member 
from each association. 

H. Committee on Social Service, consisting of five m.embers. 

I. Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, and the chairmen of the standing committee of the Board of Managers named 
above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its membership or from 
the Convention such other committees as may be necessary to the successful conduct 
of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions at least an- 
nually to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion” (Missionary Committee). 

(a) The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion shall be the medium through 
which the Convention shall co-operate with the Council of Finance and Promotion of 
The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary and the Director of Promo- 
tion, the Board (Missionary Committee) shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the Unified Budget of the Convention and co-operating and other affiliating 
societies of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(c) The representative of the Convention on the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention shall be elected by the Board of Mana- 
gers, and shall by virtue of such election be a member ex-officio of the Board of 
Promotion. 

(d) The Board of Promotion, through the Director of Promotion or its chair- 
man, shall make reports of its work annually to the Convention, and to the Council 
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of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention as by that body di- 
rected. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval 
of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall countersign all orders 
drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers at 
the authorization of the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Con- 
vention to be loaned to any officer, legal adviser, or member of the Board of Mana- 
gers, or to any corporation or business enterprise in which any of them is personally 
interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Permanent Funds 
belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents of the Con- 
vention to make their annual reports covering the same period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a missionary 
budget to be submitted to the Board of Managers, when approved by it, to the 
churches. The committee shall receive from the General Secretary an estimate of 
the amount of money needed by the Convention for the ensuing year and from the 
Council of Finance and Promotion the apportionment of the co-operating national so- 
cieties falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such information 
make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of Managers, with or 
without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Christian Education. 

(a) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Chris- 
tian education in its different phases, including Church School and Young People’s 
activities. Teacher Training, Church Vacation Schools, and all other lines of instruc- 
tion and study included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian edu- 
cation for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close co-operation with the American Baptist 
Publication Society and the General Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s plans 
of Christian education. 

(c) ■ The committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting, 
through the Secretary of Christian Education, or its chairman. 
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Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of The Con- 
necticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and co-operate with him in 
circulating the paper. It shall present the interests of the paper to the Convention 
at its meetings and devise means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall co-operate with the secretaries, as opportunity permits, 
in the distribution of such literature as will best acquaint the churches with the 
needs and achievements of the Convention and the denomination. 

Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have charge of 

the work conducted by the Convention among New Americans, co-operating with the 

General Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests 
of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the 
Convention in aided churches, co-operating with the General Secretary and his asso- 
ciates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which 
the Convention shall co-operate with the churches in promoting the interests of evan- 
gelism in the state. It shall seek particularly to lead the churches aided by the 
Convention out into evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting. 

Section 8. The Committee on Social Service. 

(a) The Committee on Social- Service shall represent the Convention, subject 
to the direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of co-operation with social 
agencies and the social service departments of other religious bodies, and shall from 
time to time bring to the attention of the Convention social causes meriting consid- 
eration. 

Section 9. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet twice during the year, in December 
or January, and in June or July. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call of the Presi- 
dent. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising during the in- 
terim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass on all applications for aid 
from churches not acted on by the Board; provided, however, that no contract or 
agreement made by the committee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next 
meeting of the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases as 
have been referred to the committee for final action. 
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(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions to the 

Board of Managers at its next meeting. 

(e) Seven members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 10. The duties of such other committees as shall be appointed by the 
Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 11. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the committees of 
the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties shall be paid by the Con- 
vention. 

Section 12. The committees of the Board of Managers shall submit to the 
Finance Committee and Board of Managers, through the General Secretary, estimates 
of the money needed during the ensuing year for the successful conduct of the 

work of their respective departments, to be used in building the budget of the Con- 
vention. 

Section 13. All standing committees of the Board of Managers shall provide 
for the keeping of an accurate record of their transactions in permanent form, and 
shall make reports to the Board whenever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire work of the 

Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers and its Executive Com- 
mittee. In promoting the work incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention he, 
with his associates — the Director of Promotion and the Director of Christian Edu- 
cation — shall co-operate, through the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion, with 
the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the churches, par- 
ticularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity may occur, and seek to lead 

them into participation in the missionary work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, except as 

authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee: provided, how- 
ever, that with the consent of the Finance Committee he may in emergencies expend 
not more than one hundred (^100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers 
for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers and its Execu- 
tive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can concerning the work of the Con- 

vention, but shall not have the power to vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activities of all the 
committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a careful estimate 

of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of the Convention, to be in- 
cluded in the unified missionary budget. 
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(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 
Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of the printing of 
the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall co-operate with the General Secretary, as he 
and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work of the Convention. 

Section 3. Secretary of Christian Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Christian Education, under the direction of the General 
Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Educa- 
tion, shall have special charge of the work of Christian education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or investing the same as directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Secretary of the Board of Managers countersigned by the chairman or 
the vice-chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various funds of the 
Convention, and report and account to the Convention annually and each quarter as 
directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum 
as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to the Convention through 
the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the committee shall require. 

Section 6. The Director of Promotion. 

The Director of Promotion, in co-operation with the General Secretary, and 
under the concurrent direction of the Board of Managers and the Council of Finance 
and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention, through the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Board of Promotion, shall promote the dissemination of information concerning 
the missionary program of The Northern Baptist Convention and the raising of the 
apportionment of Connecticut Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget. 

Section 7. The collector of funds for the Unified Budget of The Northern 
Baptist Convention shall receive all current contributions of churches and individuals, 
to the Convention and co-operating national societies of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and shall deposit and forward the same as directed by the Board of Mana- 
gers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention and the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion. 

Section 8. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed by the Board 
of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 
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ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the General Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report 
of the church has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within 
the year preceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, including 
the work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied 
the Board that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for 
securing the largest possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 
the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is therefore required that any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, 
shall confer with the General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the 

choice and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Executive Committee 
shall have been secured; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500 
or more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of 
trust of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the 
Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made threto at any meeting of 
the Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of 
the Treasurer and of the Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of 
Managers, Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f), shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds 
vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, after one 
year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear as The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of the Convention will be 
glad to talk with or advise any person desirous of making a bequest for the direct 
uses of the Convention or for the Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of 
any particular object. Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention 
will be gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity rates will 
be paid to the donor during life. This plan' has the advantage of yielding an ex- 
ceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life and assures the Convention 
of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the death of the donor with- 
out deduction by the settlement of the estate.

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THE ONE HUNDRED AND SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL 
SESSION OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION 

New London, Conn., October 16 — ^18, 1940 

The One Hundred and Seventeenth Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the meeting-house of the First Baptist Church, New London, 
Rev. Joseph J. Allen, Pastor, October 16, 17, 18, 1940. 

Wednesday, 7:30 P. M. 

After a song service, the President of the Convention, Rev. David P. Gaines, 
Waterbury, presented Dr. William R. McNutt, who gave an inspiring address on 
"Worship in the Churches”. 

President Gaines announced that Dr. John R. Mott, scheduled to speak at this 
time, was unable to be present, but that Dr. A. L. Warnshuis, of New York, would 
substitute for him. After a few brief remarks by Rev. J. J. Allen about Baptists of 
Connecticut, Dr. Warnshuis gave an address on "Missions in War Countries”. Both 
the remarks by Mr. Allen and the address by Dr. Warnshuis were broadcast by 
Station WNLC. 

An offering was received. 

The worship service was conducted by Rev. Clifton D. Gray, Jr., of Putnam, on 
the theme "The Grace of God for His Disobedient Children”, after which the Con- 
vention adjourned. 

Thursday, 10:00 A. M. 

After the singing of a hymn, and prayer by Rev. U. S. G. Sension, of New 
London, the President called to order the 117th Session of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention. 

At the request of the President, Dr. M. C. Burt, First Vice-President, presided 
for the remainder of this session. 

Rev. J. J. Allen presented the printed program as the report of the Program 
Committee. 

Voted: that the program as printed and amended be adopted. 

Hon. Ernest E. Rogers, of New London, gave the address of welcome, to which 
President Gaines responded. 

The worship service was conducted by Rev. H. M. Foreman, New Britain, on the 
theme "Our Faith in the Unseen”. 

The annual sermon was delivered by Rev. Ellis Gilbert, West Hartford, his sub- 
ject being "The Undiscouraged Christ”. 

The General Secretary submitted the report of the Board of Managers. 
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Voted: that the report be received and tabled for action on Friday. 

In the absence of Phillip H. Graham, of the Hartford National Bank 8d Trust 
Company, the General Secretary submitted the report of the Treasurer. 

Voted: that the report be received and tabled for action on Friday. 

Dr. Gates read a statement setting forth the proposed merger under one office 
of the work of the State Convention and the State Promotional work of the Council 
on Finance and Promotion. He stated that he had already submitted his resignation 
as General Secretary of the Connecticut Baptist Convention to the Board of Managers, 
to take effect April 30, 1941, or at the convenience of the Board of Managers. He 
expressed his appreciation for the loyal support and cooperation given him during 
his many years of service. 

President Gaines responded with remarks of appreciation for the fine work done 
by Dr. Gates. 

Mr. Hinton, Director of Promotion, gave an oral statement to the effect that when 
the proposed merger of the Promotional work and the State Convention work should 
take place, he stood willing to relinquish his position and to cooperate in any way 
possible. He expressed his appreciation of the cooperation given him and his joy 
in the fellowship of the people of Connecticut. 

President Gaines expressed appreciation of Mr. Hinton’s thoughtful action in 
putting above personal considerations his desire to further the work of the Kingdom. 

The President also expressed appreciation 'of the cooperation of the Council on 
Finance and Promotion in assisting to bring about this merger as a measure of efficient 
administration and economy. 

After the singing of a hymn, the offering was taken. 

President Gaines, in his annual address, spoke on the subject "The Mission of 
Baptists in Connecticut”. 

The session was adjourned at 12:30 P. M. in order that the Associational Dele- 
gates might meet to nominate the members for the Nominating Committee. 


Thursday, 2:00 P. M. 

The session opened with the singing of a hymn, followed by prayer offered by 
Rev. J. E. Parrella, New Haven. 

As this session was to be of special interest to the women. President Gaines called 
upon Mrs. Howard S. Palmer, President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of 
Connecticut, to preside. 

Mrs. Palmer presented Mrs. Earl B. Breeding, Chairman National Committee on 
Woman’s Work, who spoke on "The Light Shines Through”. 
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In the absence of Mrs. Charles H. Bidwell, Recording Secretary of the Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society, her report was read by Mrs. William B. Lawson. 

Mrs. Palmer spoke on "What Is That in Thine Hand?” 

Mrs. Palmer conducted a dramatic presentation of various phases of women’s 
work in the state in which a number of women took part and during which there 
was special music by the organist and soloists. 

President Gaines resumed the chair. 

Dr. J. N. Lackey, Hartford, presented a set of resolutions pertaining to the re- 
organization of the Convention as follows: 

WHEREAS, Dr. Elbert E. Gates, General Secretary, has submitted his resigna- 
tion, to become effective at a time during the ensuing Convention 
year to be decided by him and the Board of Managers; and, 

WHEREAS, Rev. Herbert E, Hinton, Director of Promotion for Connecticut, 
has expressed his willingness to relinquish his position on the date 
Dr. Gates’ resignation becomes effective; 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Managers, the Council on Finance and 
Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention concurring, be, and 
hereby is, authorized to combine under one office the duties of 
General Secretary and Director of Promotion, effective as of the 
date on which Dr. Gates and Mr. Hinton end their labors; 

That the Board of Managers be, and hereby is, authorized to enter 
into such agreements and to make such arrangements with the 
Council on Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention as may be necessary to implement this new place of co- 
operation; 

That the Committee on Reorganization of the Convention, ap- 
pointed by the Board of Managers on January 26, 1940, and en- 
larged by action of the Executive Committee of the Board of 
Managers on June 24, 1940, be, and hereby is, instructed to revise 
the organization and the Constitution and By-Laws of the Con- 
vention accordingly. 

Voted: that the resolutions be adopted. 

The President introduced Dr. Earl F. Adams, General Director of Promotion of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, who spoke on "Baptist World Relief”. 

After the singing of a hymn, the President introduced Dr. Clifton D. Gray, 
President of Bates College, who spoke on the "Baptist World Alliance”. 

The session adjourned after the worship service led by Rev. Edward M. Conway, 
Wallingford, on the subject "Suffering and Redemption”. 
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Thursday, 7:45 P. M. 

After the singing of a hymn, prayer was offered by Dr. Horace B. Sloat, South 
Willington. 

The Williams Memorial Institute Glee Club, of New London, rendered two 
selections. 

Herbert E. Hinton submitted the report of the Connecticut Baptist Board of 
Promotion. 

Voted: that the report be received and tabled for action on Friday. 

The General Secretary introduced the new pastors, of which there were eleven 
present. 

The President presented Dr. Earl F. Adams, of the Council on Finance and 
Promotion, New York, who spoke on the subject "Personal Faith Amid Social Chaos”. 

An offering was received. 

The President presented Judge E. J. Millington, President of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, who spoke on the subject "The Baptist Message for Our Times”. 

Voted: to adjourn at the conclusion of the worship service. 

The worship was conducted by Rev. Albert E. Couch, Deep River, on the theme 
"The Cross: The Way to Power”. 

Adjourned.

Voted: to adjourn after the worship service. 

The Committee on Convocations reported through its Chairman, Rev. David 
A. Pitt, Norwich, that the Committee had no recommendations to make at this time. 

President Gaines presented Rev. William IT. Porter, Holyoke, representative of 
the American Baptist Publication Society, who made brief remarks about the service 
of that Society. 

Worship was conducted by Rev. R. Dean Goodwin, Hartford, on the theme 
"His Body, the Church”. 


Adjournment, 
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Friday, 7:45 P. M. 

The session opened with the singing of a hymn, after which prayer was offered 
by Rev. Ernest A. Olson, of Hartford. 

The President extended greetings to the young people, of whom there were 
about three hundred in attendance. 

The President asked Mr. Campbell to present the next three speakers who were: 
Nellie J. Wong, Hartford; Howard Munson, New Britain; John M. Kamercia, New 
London; all of whom spoke briefly on the new national youth organization to be 
known as the Baptist Youth Fellowship.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


The Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, Rev. David P. 
Gaines, president, and Elbert E. Gates, secretary, submits its one hundred seventh 
annual report for the year 1939-1940. This report covers the work of the Board and 
its Committees and recognition of the Societies affiliated with the Convention. Four 
meetings of the Board and two of the Executive Committee have been held. 

Changes in the Board. Two vacancies occurred in the personnel of the Board 
during the year. These were due to removal out of the state of two members. Rev. 
Leonard F. Requa, twice pastor of the First Baptist Church, Southington, retired and 
is living in New York State. Fdis record includes activities in the church, the com- 
munity, the association, the state and the larger parish of the world. Rev. B. L. Mat- 
thews, D. D., resigned from the Union Baptist Church, Stamford, and is now pastor in 
Baltimore, Maryland. He was for several years president of the Connecticut Baptist 
Missionary Union and active in the religious life of the community, the state and 
beyond. 


Administration Department 

The Board annually elects a General Secretary, who under the By-Laws becomes 
secretary of the Convention. The duties of the secretary includes keeping the record 
of the annual meeting, the meetings of the Board of Managers and Executive Com- 
mittee, the Finance Committee, editing the Connecticut Baptist Annual, and correspond- 
ing secretary. As general secretary, he supervises the business, missionary education 
and evangelistic departments of the Convention. He is counselor, when desired, with 
churches in trying to solve problems, changing pastors, and represents the Convention 
at associational meetings, and in social and special events in the churches. He repre- 
sents the Convention on the National Council on Finance and Promotion and is a 
member of the State Board of Promotion. He is trustee of Andover Newton Theolog- 
ical School, Suffield Academy and the New England Baptist Conference, and with 
others represents the Convention in the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious 
Education. 

The Board annually elects an Associate Secretary, who cooperates with the general 
secretary as he and the Board may direct in the work of the Convention. 

The Board annually elects a Director of Christian Education, whose duties include 
work in the church schools and among young people. He is dean of the summer as- 
sembly. He is a trustee of the New England Baptist Conference and on the faculty of 
the School of Methods. About one-half of the salary and travel expense of the di- 
rector is paid by The American Baptist Publication Society. 

The Board annually elects a Treasurer, who is the custodian of the permanent 
funds and transacts all financial business under the direction of the Finance Committee. 
The salary of this office is paid by the Convention. 
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The Board employs an Office Secretary in cooperation with the Connecticut Baptist 
Board of Promotion, who shares in the payment of the salary. This secretary does 
the clerical, bookkeeping and stenographic work for both organizations. 

Financial Department 

The finances of the Convention are under the supervision and direction of the 
Finance Committee, William S. Fuller, chairman. The fiscal year. May 1, 1939 — 
April 30, 1940, closed with a deficit, due in part to reduced income and some emer- 
gencies not provided for m the budget. This reduction of income, due to reduced 
dividends, reduced rate of interest in banks and investments, and reduced contributions 
from the churches and individuals, makes it difficult to balance the budget without 
causing hardship to the workers and detriment to the work. The spending budget for 
the current year attempts to keep the expenditures within the anticipated income. It 
should be borne in mind that the war-wrecked countries of Europe and Asia are making 
pathetic appeals, based on tragic conditions, to Christian America. These appeals are 
coming through the Red Cross, relief committees and financially paralyzed mission so- 
cieties in war countries. These causes sorely need sympathy expressed in gifts. “The 
Good Samaritan” faces a great responsibility and is thrice welcome in the life of 

humanity in these dark days. 

The Finance Committee of The Northern Baptist Convention, advised by the 

Budget Research Committee, has given intense study to the problem of increasing in- 
come. A new basis of distribution has been adopted. This method, briefly outlined, 
is that for the fiscal year 1940-1941, the collections and distribution be made on the 
former basis until 55.5% of the average distributable money raised in the fiscal years 

of 1938, 1939 is obtained. When this line is reached in Connecticut 50% of the 

further distributable funds raised in Connecticut will be returned to the State Con- 
vention, 25% distributed to the National Societies and 25% will be distributed to the 
areas that have not up to that time collected their full amount. When all the col- 
lection areas have reached the allotment line of 55.5%, the last share of 25% will be 
distributed by the Finance Committee of the N. B. C. 

The Council on Finance and Promotion, charged with the task of collecting de- 
nominational missionary funds, is diligently seeking to increase the efficiency of the 
promotional organization. One of its recommendations is in accord with the findings 
of the Survey Committee of our Convention which several years ago recommended that 
when possible the Administrative Department of the Convention and the State Promo- 
tional Board should be merged under one executive secretary and the Board of Man- 
agers be charged with the duties borne by the Promotion Board. Such a merger is 
under advisement and may be consummated with the present Convention year. Plans 
and policies do not always solve financial problems as such a merger will carry with it 
a smaller appropriation for promotion work in the state. Connecticut has been one 
of a few states in which the promoting of the program and the collecting of the mis- 
sionary funds have been vested in a separate Board with a separate budget. 
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An annuitant, Mrs. Lydia A. Bartlett, East Killingly, died during the year. She 
held two annuity contracts of ^100.00 each. 

The will of the late Mrs. Abbie Babcock Phillips, of Mystic, which is in the 
course of being probated, named the Connecticut Baptist Convention as one of the 
beneficiaries for a modest sum. 

The Danish Norwegian Evangelical Church, Bridgeport, the purchaser of the 
property, formerly the church home of the now extinct Calvary Baptist Church, Bridge- 
port, has made the final payment to the Convention. The proceeds of the sale are 
held by the Convention under the name of Calvary Baptist Church, Bridgeport, Fund. 

Bequests and Annuities. The ministry of the Convention through its missionary, 
educational and varied activities, justifies the request that members of the churches 
and friends of the missionary enterprise, when making their wills, give favorable con- 
sideration to the important service of the Convention and thereby extend their participa- 
tion in kingdom building out into the years. 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention is incorporated under the laws of the State 
of Connecticut and is legally authorized to accept and hold absolutely or as trustee 
"funds bequeath to it, when for the benefit of the Convention, or individuals or 
churches affiliated with it.” 

The Convention is authorized to issue Annuity Contracts at an attractive rate 
of interest. The rate on new contracts is lower, in keeping with similar organizations 
in recent years. 


Missionary Department 

Aided Churches. The work among the Aided Churches is under the supervision 
of the Aided Church Committee, Rev. L. T. Mallery, chairman. The churches in- 
cluded in this department are: German, Swedish, Negro and American, and include 
city, suburban, village and rural churches. The reports indicate progress has been made. 

The West Haven, First Church, which has for three years been conducting a 
campaign to clear its indebtedness is expecting to burn the mortgage in the near future 
and become self-supporting. 

The Mt. Olive Church, Hartford, conducted a campaign towards the indebted- 
ness on its building and has been able to make an appreciable reduction. 

For a number of years the Montauk Avenue Church, New London, has been 
aided. After the resignation of Rev. R. W. Ferguson, the church called Mr. Delwin 
H. Martin to the pastorate and it became at that time self-supporting. 

Federation. The Brooklyn Church, which has not been an aided church, has 
federated with the Congregational Church in that town. The hurricane of 1938 
wrecked the Congregational building and the Baptist people invited the Congregational- 
ists to worship with them. Rev. Paul R. Lynn, a Congregational State Worker, sup- 
ported by the New Canaan Church, served the two groups for several months in union 
services and consummated the federation. 
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Inactive Churches. Several inactive churches hold occasional services in the sum- 
mer months. These are: Howard Valley, North Colebrook, Suffield, First, and 
Easton. Cornwall East continues to observe "Fennell Day” in memory of the late Dr. 
William G. Fennell, a son of the church. 

New American Work. This work is under the direction of the New American 
Committee, Walter E. Crittenden, chairman. It serves Czecho-Slovakians, Hungarians, 
Italians and Russians. The American Baptist Home Mission Society cooperates in the 
financing of the salaries of the majority of these missionaries. There are fifteen groups 
wtih seven missionaries. 

The Convention owns the meeting-house and parsonage of the Bridgeport Hun- 
garian Church. In three years this group has raised ^3,000. for repairs and improve- 
ments, including a new organ, the edifice painted on the exterior, a new roof, the in- 
terior redecorated, and the parsonage painted and repaired. With the exception of 
^225. from the Convention, the church has financed all these improvements. 

The South Norwalk Hungarian Mission is not aided by the Convention. Several 
years ago an attempt was made to merge the congregation with the South Norwalk 
Church. Soon after, however, that church lost its building by fire and changed its 
location to Norwalk. The distance made it inconvenient for the Hungarian people 
to attend. They now hold services in the South Norwalk Chapel and have a pastor. 
Recently they have redecorated the interior but were not able to paint the outside of 
the building. They need $150.00 for that work. 

Christian Education Department 

This department is under the direction of Rev. Oscar P. Campbell and the Com- 
mittee on Christian Education, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, chairman, in cooperation with The 
American Baptist Publication Society. 

Stcrrs Assembly. The Convention is fortunate in having the use of the grounds 
and buildings of the Connecticut University, Storrs, for its Baptist Summer Assembly. 
The 1940 session reached a high level in attendance, interest and quality. The assem- 
bly has made a permanent place for itself in the program of Christian Education. The 
influence is felt in the churches from which the young people have come. Decisions 
for Christian service are frequent. 

This department is fully cooperating in the Baptist Church School Advance. A 
Connecticut branch of the Baptist Youth Fellowship has been organized. The con- 
stitution will be submitted and officers will be elected in the Friday evening session of 
this Convention meeting. The report of the director is in the Annual. 

Evangelism 

The Evangelistic interests are under the supervision of the Evangelistic Commit- 
tee, Rev. J. J. Allen, chairman. The Convention has no paid Evangelistic Director but 
a comparatively small appropriation is made to this work. The Convention, through 
its officers and this committee, is cooperating in the National Christian Mission, under 
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the auspices of the Federal Council of Churches and the cooperating denominations. 
The Connecticut branch of the mission centers in Hartford, New Haven and Bridge- 
port. The program of the mission includes a world-wide communion service partici- 
pated in by all Christian Churches in their local meeting-houses on Sunday, October 6, 
1940. The period, December 1 to 8, has been designated for an intensive campaign 
with a far-reaching program of inspiration, education, worship and fellowship. The 
purpose is to hearten the churches, awaken interest in the spiritual life of the in- 
dividual in the community and to launch influences and activities that will carry on to 
Easter and beyond. 

Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion 

The Board of Promotion, Charles H. Bidwell, chairman, and Rev. H. E. Hinton, 
director, is the collecting agency of The Northern Baptist Convention in Connecticut. 
This year, following the Convocations of last year. Fall Conferences for Church Officers 
are to be held throughout the state, as part of the program in operation in the N. B. C. 
area. A full account of its activities will be found in its Annual Report. 

Affiliated Societies 

Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 

The Woman’s Society, Mrs. Howard S. Palmer, president, continues its excellent 
work in promoting and supporting the missionary program of the denomination. The 
Society is in hearty cooperation with the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society and the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society. The president 
is an official of the latter society. The annual house party, a missionary classic, was 
held at Montowese House, Branford, in September. The World Wide Guild and the 
Children’s World Crusade organizations are branches of the Society which operates 
among young women and children. 

Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council 

The Men’s Council, Loren Durner, president, is the state branch of the National 
Men’s Council of The Northern Baptist Convention. A fine conference was held in 
Wesleyan University, at Middletown, in June. The Council is also interested in the 
Royal Ambassador Society established to promote missionary information and spirit in 
boys of high school age. 


Other Affiliations 

New England Baptist Conference. The Convention continues its cooperation with 
this Conference. Secretaries Campbell and Gates are members of its Board of Trustees 
and an annual appropriation is made to its budget. 

Suffield Academy. The Academy is entering its second year of work since the 
town withdrew its support and established a high school in its recently erected building. 
The Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund received during the year 
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^1,392.11 which is .0209 per cent of the total distributable missionary money raised in 
the state toward the goal of ^50,000.00 set by the Convention several years ago. The 
fund has reached the sum of ^44,825.15. As the Academy is the only Baptist founded 
school within the state, the Board recommends the renewal of this project for the 
coming year. 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society, Dr. Edwin T. Settle, president, is 126 
years old. It was organized to aid in the education of ministers, teachers and other 
Christian workers. It founded and nourished the Suffield Academy. The Convention 
appropriated ^1,125.00 to the work of the Society this year. Report of this society 
is in the Annual. 


Periodicals 

The Connecticut Baptist, Rev. H. E. .Hinton, editor and business manager, is the 
official organ of the Convention and the State Board of Promotion, carrying church 
news, missionary information, Christian Education plans and methods. It should be 
in every Baptist home. Subscription price 25 cents per year. 

Missions, Rev. William B. Lipphard, D. D., editor, is a magazine second to none 
in missionary periodicals. Baptists have every reason to be proud of its magazine, as 
it is read by other denominations as well as our own. Subscription is ^1.25 per year, 
or in clubs of five or more, ^1.00 each. 

The Watchman-Examiner, Dr. John W. Bradbury, editor, continues to serve the 
denomination throughout the area of the N. B. C. Subscription price is ^2.50 per 
year. During the time of the State Convention a special offer will be made to obtain 
subscribers. A limited number of free copies will be found on the literature table. 

The U. S. Baptist, Mike Elliott, editor ,is a comparatively new publication, a 
monthly religious journal, serving the whole area of the N. B. C. The subscription 
price is ^1.50 per year. 

The American Baptist Publication Society, Dr. Luther Wesley Smith, executive 
secretary, is a cooperating Society of the N. B. C. It has a finely organized depart- 
ment of Christian Education which makes an annual appropriation to the educational 
department of the Convention. This Society publishes Bibles, hymnals, numerous 
books of all kinds and church school periodicals. Publications of other societies may 
be secured through the Publication Society which receives a commission on such sales. 

Historical Records 

The Historical Records Survey Works Progress Administration, under the direction 
of Dr. Nelson R. Burr, has compiled a complete record of the history of Baptists in 
Connecticut. This valuable volume brings the history of the Convention, the Associa- 
tions and the local churches down to date. Dr. Burr has written a history of the 
Baptists in Connecticut, which is included in the mimeographed volume. The history 
should be published in pamphlet form for distribution to churches and libraries. A 
committee has the matter under advisement. 
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Conclusion 

The Convention and its kindred organizations provide means whereby "The 
Church in a Lost World” may carry into action in the larger parish three great service 
principles— cooperation, sharing and sacrifice. These principles are obligatory to the 
"yoke-fellows” with Jesus. Cooperation — "Laborers together with God” and fellow- 
Christians means unity in spirit, purpose and action. Sharing is expressed in "Anyone 
possessing anything that the world needs is in the debtor class.” Sacrifice is symbolized 
by the Cross of Christ, which portrays the quality of the love and concern of God 
for a lost world. Christ and His Church are the Hope of the World.

The Connecticut Baptist Convention and 
The Council on Finance and Promotion: 

The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion (the Missionary Committee of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention) herewith submits its Sixteenth Annual Report for your 
consideration. 


Organization 

The organization of the Board, and the relationship to the State Convention and 
the Council on Finance and Promotion and also to the National Societies of The 
Northern Baptist Convention remained the same, except that it was discovered there 
was one member too many on the Board, but due to the death of Mrs. M. C. Burt 
and the transfer of Mrs. Leroy M. Bennett to represent the Woman’s American Baptist 
Foreign Mission Society in her place, the correction was made. The officers of the 
Board remained the same as in the previous year. 

The Director 

The Director of Promotion, Rev. H. E. Hinton, has a dual office. (1) Besides 
promoting in the Connecticut Area the Denominational Program and the interests of 
all the national and affiliated organizations of The Northern Baptist Convention with 
special emphasis on Missionary Education; (2) he is also the bonded Collecting Agent 
of the Council on Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention in the 
Connecticut Area for the collection of ail missionary monies and the forwarding of 
the same to the treasurer in New York City. Monthly reports are made to New York 
in connection with the collections and expenses, and an annual audited report is made 
to the Council on Finance and Promotion and to The Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

The Director is also: (1) The Editor and Business Manager of The Connecticut 
Baptist; (2) The Treasurer and Advisor of the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council; 
and (3) High Counselor of Royal Ambassadors for Connecticut. He is an ex-officio 
member of the Board of Managers of both The Connecticut Baptist Convention and 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. 


Budget 


The budget for the expenses of the office of the Director of Promotion and the 
collecting agent is provided by the Council on Finance and Promotion from Promo- 
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tional Funds allocated to State Promotion. The details of expenditure are supervised 
by the Board of Promotion according to a carefully detailed, approved budget worked 
out for each year. All monies handled by the Director, either as expenses in connec- 
tion with his promotional activities, or as collections from the churches toward the 
Unified Budget as bonded agent of The Northern Baptist Convention are officially 
audited annually. The audited financial statement, divided into General Fund and 
Expense Fund, forms the latter part of this report. The funds of The Connecticut 
Baptist are audited by a special committee and that report also appears at the end 
of this report. 


Meetings and Activities 

The Board of Promotion has had two regular meetings during the year: One on 
May 24, 1939, and another on November 14, 1939. The meetings took place at Baptist 
Headquarters, Hartford. The sub-committee did not meet but the Director consulted 
with the Chairman of the Board and the General Secretary from time to time. The 
time used by the Director in meeting with each of the three Local Convocation Com- 
mittees each time they met from November to March, as Secretary of the State Con- 
vocation Committee, took the place of sub-committee meetings. The Quota Committee 
met May 2nd and again on June 8, 1939, at Baptist Headquarters. 

PART I. DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION 

A. Denominational Program. 

The Denominational Program for 1939-40 was entitled: "World Fellowship of 
Christ Through a Revival of Vital Religion.” The sub-headings of this program 
were: 1. "World Fellowship and World Need.” 2. "Christ, the Only Answer.” 
3. "The Church, the One Great Mediating Agency.” 4. "The World Fellowship 
of Christ.” This latter calls for: 

I. Individual Christians experiencing in their own lives that which is needed to 
promote a Revival of Vital Religion. 

II. The development and enrichment of fellowship in and through the Home. 

III. The church to be more actively engaged in promoting a Revival of Vital 
Religion. 

IV. A more positive proclamation of the great truths of Christianity which are 
being challenged by modern materialistic philosophies, such as: 

a. The sacredness and worth of human personality. 

b. Freedom of worship for every man. 

c. The supremacy of Christ as W orld Leader and Savior. 

d. The kinship of all races before God. 

The main activity of the Program was a series of 104 Convocations led by out- 
standing Baptist leaders. In Connecticut we had three of these Convocations: At 
Bridgeport, March 4; at Hartford, March 5; and at Norwich, March 6. Dr. Frank 
M. Swaffield, Dr. John Newton Lackey and Dr. David A. Pitt were the Convocators 
for these areas respectively. A large representative committee was appointed for each 
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area and a local committee was appointed in each church. Space would not permit of 
printing the names of these committee members but it has been estimated that there 
were fully four hundred who volunteered for this service and who did highly com- 
mendable service to whom we wish to express our sincere thanks. The weather was 
of the worst for Bridgeport and travel was very difficult. This cleared up somewhat 
on the 6th while a record attendance of over one thousand registered at Norwich. The 
cost of the Convocation was cared for by pooling expenses and collections from all 
three places. Some additional cost of travel and postage and telephone calls in this 
connection was borne by the Promotional Funds. A total of 2,343 individuals regis- 
tered attendance at these meetings and "echo” or "follow-up” meetings were held in 

several churches. There were no other mid-year promotional meetings held during 

the year. 

B. Free Literature 

Since the literature on the Every Member Enlistment was again put on the free 
list and since a great deal of publicity had to be done in connection with the Con- 
vocations, the amount of free literature distributed greatly exceeded that of the previous 
year. This is reflected in the printing and postage bill in the Financial Statement. 
But the quality of the leaflets in the Every Member Enlistment packet which was sent 
to every church, especially the leaflet entitled, "Lifting Church Finance to Higher 
Levels,” were so excellent, the entire supply was exhausted by the demand. The other 
usual publications were also widely used: (i. e.) The Coordinated Calendar; Bible 

Reading Cards; Gift Boxes; and the catalogs of Missionary Literature, Stereopticon 

Lectures and Motion Pictures. Two series of pamphlets on Evangelism, new leaflets 
on Home Missions, Foreign Missions, Board of Education, M. & M. B. Board, Woman’s 
Mission Society, W. W. G., C. W. C., R. A. and Men’s Work were also distributed 
in large numbers. 

C. Literature for Sale. 

The sale of the January Booklet, "The Spectrum,” did not quite equal last year 
in quantity but we sold 3,250 copies to seventy-two different churches covering the cost 
of the booklets and postage. As a convenience to those ordering them, a few copies 
each of "Coaching Men for Church Tasks” and "From Ocean to Ocean” were sold, 
while more than fifty copies of "A Book of Remembrance” were also sold. Most orders 
for literature for sale however, were sent on to Headquarters with the request that 
they be sent direct and charged to the person ordering. 

D. Stereopticon Lectures. 

Only twenty-four churches in the state made use of the Stereopticon Lectures during 
the year. Six churches out of the state got their lectures through our office. One 
new motion picture M83, "The Story of Bamba,” was used in two churches. In the 
matter of the use of motion pictures, our records are very inadequate since the lectures 
are obtained from New York and churches do not report to us. 

It is interesting to note that nine home mission lectures were shown a total of 
twenty-nine times and seven foreign mission lectures were shown twenty times. Four 
lectures were transferred to other stations, while several were taken out of use because 
they were out of date. These lectures are a valuable asset to missionary education if 
used intelligently. More use should be made of them. 
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E. Missionary and National Speakers. 

1. Besides the many missionary addresses delivered, conferences held, church pul- 
pits supplied (gratis) , and teaching in Schools of Missions, by the Director, twelve 
schedules of speaking with all the attendant travel details were arranged for the fol- 
lowing: 

(a) Dr. William Axling of Japan, October 27-31, seven engagements; 

(b) Miss Jennie Anderson of Mariner's Temple, New York, February 2 — 7, seven 
engagements ; 

(c) Rev. A. M. Boggs of South India, three engagements; 

(d) Mrs. J. H. Cope of Burma, May 16 — 20, five engagements; 

(e) Dr. Earl H. Cressy of China, speaking mostly to Men’s Groups, April 14 — 30, 
eight engagements; 

(f) Miss Gertrude DeClercq of Woman’s Home Mission Society, October 4, 5, 6, 
three engagements; 

(g) Miss Ruth Dickey of the Belgian Congo, September 24 — 29, including some of 
the Associations, spoke eight times; 

(h) Rev. Vernelle Dyer of Burma, January 10 — 24, seventeen engagements; 

(i) William Hackett of Burma, six engagements; 

(j) Dr. R. L. Howard of the Foreign Mission Society, mostly for men, five engage- 
ments; 

(k) Mrs. William Roberts, fonnerly of Burma, three engagements; 

(l) Dr. Jesse R. Wilson of the Foreign Mission Society, for the most part with 
men’s groups, seven engagements. 

It should be noted that the men are hearing the missionary message and are asking 
for more. 

2. Twenty-five other speakers for one or two engagements were; Miss Vendla 
Anderson, Miss Delphine Avery, Mrs. E. B. Breeding, Miss Alice W. S. Brimson, 
Miss Alma Clifford, Dr. J. A. Cooper, Mrs. Earl H. Cressy, Miss Grace Daland, 
Dr. C. S. Detweiler, Mrs. A. T. Fishman, Dr. G. S. Jury, Miss Adelaide Martin, 
Dr. F. W. Padelford, Miss Annabelle Pawley, Miss Mildred Procter, Dr. Wilbour E. 
Saunders, Rev. H. F. Stuart, Miss Pearl Tatten, Mrs. Harold Thomas, Miss Mary 
Thomas, Mrs. C. G. Vichert, Rev. Howard B. Weatherbee, Rev. R. Donald Wil- 
liamson, and Rev. H. O. Wyatt. 

3. Missionary speakers were used for the most part by Associations, Woman’s 
Association Meetings, Men’s Associations, The Connecticut Baptist Convention, the 
Woman’s House Party, and in Young People’s gatherings. But missionary speakers 
were also heard in local Woman’s Mission Societies or in local churches as follows: 
(37 churches) — Ansonia, 1st; Branford, 1st; Bridgeport, 1st; Bristol; East Lyme; 
Hartford: Central; Asylum Ave.; Blue Hills; Memorial; Jewett City; Mansfield, 1st; 
Meriden; First; Italian; Middletown; Moosup; Mystic Union; New Britain: First; 
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Memorial; New Haven: Calvary: First; New London: First; Huntington St.; Nev/ 
Milford; Noank; Norwich: Central; First; Putnam, 1st; Shelton, 1st; Southington; 
Stafford; Stamford; Stonington, 1st; West Hartford; West Haven; Willimantic, 1st; 
Winsted and South Woodstock. 

4. The Convocation speakers were: Rev. Luther Wesley Smith, leader; Rev. 
Frank E. Eden; Rev. N. C. Fetter; Miss J. S. McKay; Rev. R. D. Williamson and 
Rev. Jesse R. Wilson. Rev. B. H. Ward, Director of Promotion for Iowa and Nebraska, 
assisted in the preliminary set-up of these Convocations. 

5. The State Woman’s Mission Society at Hartford heard Mrs. J. C. Killian, 
Miss Ila Sircar and Dr. Max Yergen. 

F. Thanks. 

The travel, meals and hotel bills for these speakers were all paid by the Field Ac- 
tivities Department from their Promotion Funds. This is a service that means much 
to our churches and we wish to express our appreciation and gratitude to each of 
these speakers and to Rev. Bruce E. Jackson, through whom our Director of Promotion 
secured their services. We hope other churches will avail themselves of this opportunity. 

G. Activities of the Director 
A. As Director of Promotion. 

(1.) Travel. In carrying out the duties of his office the director travelled by 
motor car approximately 16,000 miles. This included four engagements out of the 
state, i. e. 1st. To visit the Springfield Convocation on February 2nd; 2nd. To speak 
at the First Baptist Church, School of Missions, Pittsfield, Mass., on February 28; 
3rd. To speak for the Springfield Baptist Union annual meeting, April 22nd; 4th. 
To speak at the Annual Royal Ambassador Rally of Rhode Island at Providence, on 
April 29th. .He also travelled by train more than 6,000 miles to attend The Northern 
Baptist Convention at Los Angeles, and to teach in the Utah and Idaho Assemblies, 
between June 10 and July 23; a trip to New York for staff meeting on September 
12; and a trip to Chicago for the meeting of the Council on Finance and Promotion, 
December 3 — 8, 1939. 

(2) Conferences and Speaking Engagements. The director delivered more than 
two hundred addresses at churches, church schools, prayer meetings, church nights, 
men’s meetings, women’s meetings, young people’s gatherings, banquets, association 
meetings, and other special groups, such as Schools of Missions and Schools of Christian 
Living. The office duties included, correspondence, office conferences, distribution of 
literature, booking stereopticon lectures, providing missionary speakers, attending to 
details of their travel and arranging their schedules, assisting with the Every Member 
Enlistment and holding conferences with church officers on missionary problems. He 
acted as secretary of the State Convention Committee and arranged with the Con- 
vocators for the appointment of each of the three area Convocation Committees, ar- 
ranged for the whole state publicity materials, attended all meetings of these three 
committees and supervised through the Convocators all the details of each Convoca- 
tion, and then acted as chauffeur for some of the members of the team. 
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B. As Bonded Collecting Agent. 

In this capacity he received funds from individuals and churches for the Unified 
Budget, as well as designations and specifics. 

According to directions, this money was recorded in the Hartford Office and re- 
ceipts were issued in triplicate, one kept in the office, one sent to the donor and one 
to New York. The money was all deposited in The Hartford National Bank and 
Trust Company, Hartford, in the name of The Northern Baptist Convention. On 
the 15th of each month two checks were drawn on this account: One check was 
drawn to The Connecticut Baptist Convention for the Suffield Academy Endowment 
Fund, amounting to .0209 of the non-designated amount on hand. The other check 
was drawn to The Northern Baptist Convention for the balance and was sent to 
New York, together wdth a complete statement of all receipts during the period under 
report. (See audited report.) 

As Agent he also has an expense budget which he draws on for the expenses 
in connection with his office. This is a Revolving Fund and details of expenditure 
are reported monthly to New York on which refunds are made. (See audited 
report.) 


C. As Editor and Business Manager of The Connecticut 
Baptist. 

Eleven issues of The Connecticut Baptist were published this year, as nearly as 
possible on the first of the month for which they were dated. In order to keep as 
near as possible to a balanced budget most issues must be confined to eight pages. 
Slightly more was spent than W'as received this year. However, all bills were paid 
and there was a balance on hand when the year ended. The extra expenditure is ac- 
counted for in two ways. First, less money was paid as subsidy from Promotion Funds 
by ^25.00. Secondly, seven of the eleven issues were of twelve pages each. May was 
"Storrs” issue, July- August was "N. B. C. Report,” October was "Convention Num- 
ber,” December was "Christmas Greeting Number,” February was "Convocation Num- 
ber” and April was "Religious and Missionary Education Number.” More subscribers 
paid their subscriptions this year, but we need about 600 additional fully paid sub- 
scriptions in order to print a twelve-page issue each month. We received only ^25.00 
from the State Convention and only ^75.00 from Promotion Funds as subsidy this 
past year, as compared to ^80.50 and ^470.00, respectively, in 1936. 

Many fine compliments have been received concerning the institution of the 
Woman’s Page in this year’s issues. All of the material for the Woman’s Page has 
been written by Miss Edyth W. Braddock. The write-ups on Church News has been 
cared for by Dr. E. E. Gates, while the Religious Education items were furnished by 
Rev. O. P. Campbell. 

We are glad for the assistance in connection with subscriptions in the local 
churches that has been rendered by the women. 
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D. As Treasurer and Advisor of the Connecticut Baptist Men’s 
Council. 

Good progress has been made in the work with men in our state this past year 
under the leadership of Loren Durner of Waterbury, as president, and E. N. Wooding 
of Wallingford, as secretary. 

Besides a very interesting and inspiring meeting with 100 men in connection with 
the State Convention at Hartford, when Rev. H. P. Weatherbee was the speaker, 
there were several men’s meetings held in five of the Associations in the fall, with Dr. 
Jesse R. Wilson, associate secretary of The American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, 
as speaker. 

During the month of April meetings for men were held in each of the six As- 
sociations with Dr. Earl H. Cressy, of China, as the speaker. In these spring meetings 
officers were elected for the new year and in most of the Associations the organization 
was carried forward. 

E. As High Counselor for Royal Ambassadors for Connecticut. 

The wome*\ under the leadershtn of Mrs. Percy A. Kilmister have been assisting 
in interesting parents to send their boys to the Royal Ambassador Camp at Ocean Park. 

Annual reports have been received from four Royal Ambassador Chapters in the 
state by the high counselor. Reports from other chapters are still pending. All these 
reports indicate a very fine interest in the Royal Ambassador work and it is hoped 
there might be an increased interest in this section of our missionary education. The 
boys of today will be the men of tomorrow. 

PART II. RAISING THE BUDGET 

The Connecticut Quota for the Unified Budget for the year was ^100,000.00 plus 
.0209 for The Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund of the Suffield 
Academy which brought the total budget, exclusive of specifics, to ^102,090. 

The total collection amounted to ^89,841.45 less specifics of ^362.67, making a 
net credit on quota of 089,478.78. Total credits on quota for 1938-39 amounted to 
091,438.46, which leaves a shortage over last year of 01,948.68. If the amount of the 
Judson Fellowship, including Junior Fellowship of 02,651,37, were deducted from the 
total credits on quota for 1938-39, we would have exceeded last year’s collection by 
0701.69. In several instances churches failed this past year to equal their previous 
year’s totals by the amount of their Judson Fellowship gift. Forty-six churches made 
gains over the previous year, while seventy-three gave less than in 1938-39, the rest 
either gave the same amount or gave nothing. According to agreement with Suffield 
Academy 01,392.11 was paid through the State Convention for the Endowment Fund. 
There was also collected from the Fellowship Funds of the churches the sum of 0467.28 
for the Special Fund of the M. & M. Benefit Board. Amounts given by the churches 
for China and other World Relief are not known. 

However, these figures do not show up so well when compared with credits on 
quota in 1936-37 of 0104,268.61 and 1937-38 of 093,888.12 which shows a drop of 
014,789.83 in the four years. That the rest of the country has also dropped only 
makes the condition the more serious. We should put forth every effort to increase 
the contributions during 1940-41

These statements are in agreement with the records, which were found to be in 
good order. 


General Fund: 

In verification of cash received by the Connecticut Agency, we listed duplicate re- 
ceipts which agreed in total with entries in the donation register. Total cash received 
by this Agency, as shown by the donation register and by duplicate receipts, was de- 
posited intact in the Hartford National Bank & Trust Company. 

The disposition of all receipts for the account of Connecticut is shown on page 
65. It was noted that in reporting collections to New York as of February 15, 1940, 
there was included in "Distributable” items an amount of ^19.84 which should have 
been reported as "Specifics”. Consequently there was an over-payment to the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention for the account of the Suffield School of 41 cents, and an 
under-remittance to the Northern Baptist Convention, New York, of a like amount. 

It was also noted that as of April 30 there was paid over to the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention for the account of the Suffield School the sum of ^217.78. By com- 
putation this amount should have been ^227.78. There was a corresponding over- 
remittance to the Northern Baptist Convention, New York. With the above excep- 
tions, all other amounts paid to the Connecticut Baptist Convention for the account 
of the Suffield School were found to be correct as 2.09% of the undesignated receipts. 

There was no balance on hand at either the beginning or end of the period, as 
certified to us by the depository. 
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Expense Fund: 

This is operated as an imprest fund being replenished monthly by the New York 
Board upon receipt of expense vouchers and credit memoranda. A summary of transac- 
tions in the account for the year ended April 30, 1940, together with a reconciliation

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REPORT OF 

THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

In response to a spontaneous demand from the churches the Department of 
Christian Education is attempting to mobilize all our resources in a vital spiritual 
advance through the church school. 

The Baptist Church School Advance 

Last winter the biennial meeting, of the state and city directors of Christian Educa- 
tion, with the headquarters staff of The American Baptist Publication Society, was held 
in Chicago. A careful evaluation of our program was made as a basis for planning 
the future. This group of about forty men and women, whose work keeps them in 
constant touch with the churches and alive to current events in the world, were keenly 
aware of the somber shadows of spiritual and moral breakdown spreading over America 
and the world. We took account of the losses from our church schools and the in- 
creasing percentage of our population out of touch with any religious influence. We 
noted the quality of teaching prevalent in our churches and the indifference of parents 
concerning the Christian education of their children. All of us could testify that 
pastors and earnest lay workers were sufficiently concerned about these dangerous back- 
ward trends to want to do something about it. 

In the spirit of prayer these field workers outlined the Baptist Church School Ad- 
vance in the faith that these shadows can only be dispelled by Christ, the true light 
of the living church. The key words setting forth our goals are: Reach all for Christ; 
Teach, Win, Enlist and Train them for service and Christian living. We are suggesting 
an increase of 10% in church school attendance for each of the next two years. 

The most thorough program of promotion possible has been set up to clear through 
The American Baptist Publication Society and the State Conventions. The Board of 
Promotion, the Department of Evangelism of The American Baptist Home Mission 
Society and the other agencies of The Northern Baptist Convention are giving it 
prominence in the entire program of the denomination. Every church is urged to 
formally enroll with the Department of Christian Education of The American Baptist 
Publication Society, so we can measure the progress we make and so our field workers 
can keep in touch with each church and serve them. On receipt of enrollment, the 
National Office forwards to the church a Work Kit of practical and usable materials 
for the guidance of local church workers. The Baptist Church School Advance is 
hailed by all kinds of Baptists because there can be no disagreement about its goals — 
to reach more people for Christ and to release in our churches new sources of spiritual 
warmth and power. As it is related to all phases of our church school program in 
the state, it will be our major concern for the next two years. 

We began the promotion of the Advance Program in Connecticut early in the 
spring, with a visit from Richard Hoiland, our National director, for a conference 
with our State Committee on Christian Education and meetings with the pastors, church 
school superintendents and young people. We have kept it constantly before them 
through the summer and a large percentage of the churches enrolled before Rally Day.

Children’s Work 

In cooperation with Miss Pearl Rosser, our National director of Children’s Work, 
we have kept informed of the developments in this Department and have passed this 
information on to the superintendents of Children’s Departments in the churches by 
correspondence, distribution of literature, and by conference with individuals and groups 
of teachers. We have revised the form of our annual church letters in the hope of 
keeping our list of workers in all departments up-to-date. We have assisted in planning 
for classes and conferences for teachers of children in the local churches and in the 
summer conferences. We have worked with the Children’s Work Committee of the 
State Council of Churches in the promotion of the Children’s Fellowship of Prayer, 
a family devotional guide for Lent which is in great demand throughout the country. 
We also cooperated with this committee in setting up and conducting a large state- 
wide Conference for Children’s Workers, taking the place of, and including our an- 
nual coaching conference for vacation school workers. This proved to be one of the 
most popular projects in this year’s program. 

Week-Day and Vacation Schools 

There is a revived interest in week-day schools, judging by the inquiries we have 
received for materials and request for counsel in the organization and administration 
of such schools. While the reports are not yet sufficiently complete to give statistics, 
we know a goodly number of our churches are sponsoring week-day Christian educa- 
tion in many communities, both rural and urban. 

According to reports to date, about one-third of our churches held vacation schools 
last summer. For the most part they are the same churches that have reported for 
the last five years. We are sponsoring a new appeal to the churches for a more 
adequate ministry during the vacation period. To take the place of the vacation school 
program of three or four weeks’ duration just for children, we are asking the churches 
to consider the needs and opportunities of all the people, including adults, and plan 
a full summer program for the entire parish. This is creating a new interest in the 
vacation school and calling the churches to a new realization of their summer op- 
portunities. 


Work with Young People 

Never before have we seen more encouraging evidences of progress in our young 
people’s work. In the past twenty years or more they have been so divided in their 
loyalties to numerous unrelated programs that we have not been able to develop suf- 
ficient unity to build a tangible and workable state program for youth. During the 
past year all the agencies of The Northern Baptist Convention working with youth, 
sponsored a carefully selected delegation, called by the newly formed Council on Chris- 
tian Education, to set up a plan of organization including all youth organizations. 
One hundred and thirty-eight young people under 25 years of age met for three days 
at the end of December, in Denison University, and produced the plan for the Baptist 
Youth Fellowship of The Northern Baptist Convention. We sent Misses Martha 
Benedict, Nellie Wong and Mr. Howard Munson as our delegates to Denison and 
on their return we held a series of youth meetings over the state, in which they re- 
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ported the Denison Plan to hundrds of our young people. Printed reports of the 
plan for a National Baptist Youth Fellowship have been sent to all the young people’s 
societies in our churches and we are ready at this session of our Convention to submit 
it for approval. When this is done by all the states before the end of 1940 the plan 
will be set up under the guidance of the Council on Christian Education. 

A committee of young people, composed mostly of those who have represented us 
in the conferences leading to the setting up of the National Youth Fellowship has 
prepared a plan of organization for the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship which 
it is submitting at this session of the Convention for adoption. The young people 
in the New London area, including churches in the Stonington Union and New Lon- 
don Associations, have been organized for several years and carrying on a very active 
program. The Hartford and Fairfield Associations have just organized the Baptist 
Youth Fellowship and the other associations are getting ready to do so. Without 
sacrificing any of the values in our several youth programs, at last we are on the verge 
of a great forward step in the Christian Education of our youth. 

Our Summer Assembly at Storrs continues to be our major state-wide project for 
young people. There was a twenty per cent increase in attendance this year and we 
are now numbered among the six largest youth conferences in The Northern Baptist 
Convention. However, it has been our policy to strive for quality rather than quantity 
in this program. The enthusiasm of the young people and their parents has almost 
become an embarrassment to pastors and to the assembly management because more 
and more seek appointment to attend before they are ready to enter fully into the camp 
experience. There were nearly two hundrd at Storrs this summer who completed two 
full courses in the Standard Leadership Education curriculum and many important life 
decisions were made. They are in several colleges and training schools where they are 
preparing to fulfill the vision which came to them in the assembly. Another indica- 
tion of the increasing interest in our denominational program was the attendance of 
hundreds of young people at the Convocations held in the worst weather of the past 
winter. 

We have related our young people to the United Youth Committee of the state 
and shared with them in significant programs such as preparation for the National 
Christian Mission. This is the interdenominational program which expresses the spirit 
of cooperation which is growing in all the youth agencies in the state. 

Adult Education 

Another bright spot in our educational progress is the return of large number of 
adults who have been lost from active participation in church life. Through the Young 
Married Couples Clubs they are not only getting the Christian fellowship and education 
so desperately needed today, but they are furnishing much of the very intelligent 
leadership the church has been looking for to take the place of the older members 
whose day of service has ended. The writer has conducted numerous conferences and 
taught classes of young adults in the churches during the year. He has acted as chair- 
man of the Adult Committee of the State Council of Churches and in this connection 
has set up two state-wide conferences for Young Married Couples Clubs. He also 
participated in the annual meetings at the Adult Professional Advisory Section and 
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served as a member of the Committee on Religious Education of Adults of the Interna- 
tional Council of Religious Education in Chicago. He also served as a leader in the 
Regional Conference of the United Christian Adult Movement held in Northfield for 
a week in July. We have made available to adult leaders in our churches all the helps 
that have grown out of these movements. 

Organizational Services 

The state director is employed jointly by The American Baptist Publication So- 
ciety and the State Convention Board of Managers. All activities are cleared through 
the Committee on Christian Education of the Board of Managers, and where programs 
overlap a cordial cooperative relationship is maintained with other committees of the 
Board. The director is a member of the field staff of the Department of Christian 
Education in The American Baptist Publication Society and participates in the biennial 
Directors’ Conference in Chicago and in other meetings called by the Department. He 
is a member of the Board of Trustees and the Education Committee of The New 
England Baptist School of Methods at Ocean Park, Maine, and a member of the 
faculty. He is dean and business manager of the Connecticut Baptist Summer As- 
sembly at Storrs. He is a member of the Executive Committee, the Field Administra- 
tive Committee, the committees on work with children and youth and chairman of the 
Adult Education Committee of the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious 
Education. He is a member of the Adult Professional Advisory Section and the Com- 
mittee on Religious Education of Adults of the International Council of Religious 
Education. He is a representative of Connecticut in the International Council called 
to plan the Crusade for Christian Education for all the cooperating denominations in 
America. With these contacts affording a constant source of knowledge and inspira- 
tion he endeavors to serve the churches of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, making 
available always to our pastors and lay workers the great resources of materials and 
spiritual power which we share with these great religious forces in our country. 

To be associated with the me'n and women who compose the leadership of all 
these agencies and with the consecrated leaders in our Connecticut churches places us 
all in a fellowship of Christian service in which we may share ever more fully with St. 
Paul the riches of grace in Christ Jesus. Insofar as we are worthy of our calling we 
seek to share the fruits of our fellowship and experience with all those who work in 
our organizations and churches. 


Conclusion 

We are calling all Christians to Advance with us in spreading the light in this 
time of the world’s great darkness. Your Christian teachers in this Department of 
our work are privileged to reveal Him who is the light of the world and lead the 
multitudes to walk in that light.

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REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 
FOR THE YEAR 1940 

Rev. William J. Sly, Ph. D. 

Rev. William James Sly, Ph. D., was born in London, England, May 18, 1867, 
and died in Washington, D. C., January 14, 1940. His educational qualifications in- 
cluded a B. A. and M. A. from the University of Rochester, graduate of Rochester 
Theological Seminary and a Ph. D. from the University of Denver. His pastorates 
included Third Church, Kansas City, where he was ordained. First Church, Spring- 
field, Ohio, Garfield Park Church, Chicago, Delta, Colorado, Third Church, Norwich, 
Conn., and assistant in a Presbyterian Church, Washington, D. C. He was religious 
education director in Colorado, Connecticut and for New American Work of the 
Home Mission Society, and professor of religious education Linfield College, Oregon. 
He was author of "World Stories Retold” and "More World Stories Retold”. 

Rev. H. A. Calhoun 

Rev. Hazen A. Calhoun was born in Hopewell Caj>e, New Brunswick, Canada, 
September 2, 1867. He was a graduate of Brown University, 1898, and Newton 
Theological Institution, 1901. He was ordained in Providence, R. I., 1901. His 
pastorates included North Stonington, Conn., Conway, Mass., Groton, Vt., Norridge- 
wock. Me., Stamford, Vt., Hancock, Mass., Crown Hill, Nashau, N. H., and South 
Woodstock. He served the Woodstock Church eleven years. He retired in 1931. 
Mr. Calhoun was a faithful and devoted pastor and preacher. He died Sunday, 
February 18, 1940. 

Rev. Richard L. Walker 

Rev. R. L. Walker was born December 15, 1883, in Camden County, Georgia. 
He was ordained December 30, 1928, in Hartford, Connecticut. He served the First 
African Baptist Church, Rockville, Connecticut, four years and Calvary Baptist Church, 
Willimantic, Connecticut, four years. He died Wednesday, February 21, 1940. 

Rev. John Wilbur Richardson 

Rev. J. W. Richardson was bom in Boston, Massachusetts, January 12, 1854. He 
studied at Newton Theological Institution 1880-82. He was ordained at Mystic, 
Connecticut, December 25, 1881. He held the following pastorates in Connecticut: 
Mystic, Union; New London, Huntington Street; Waterbury, First; Stamford; in 
New York State, Central Church, Brooklyn; in New Jersey, Park Avenue Church, 
Plainfield: Connecticut, Stamford; Maine, Belfast; Massachusetts, Weston; New York 
State: Gouverneur, Tully. He retired from the ministry in 1932. He died in Stam- 
ford, Connecticut, April 3, 1940. 

Rev. John G. Manter 

Rev. J. G. Manter died in New York City, June, 1940'. His Connecticut pas- 
torate was in Branford, from which he retired in 1934, and took up his residence in 
New York. "He was a good minister of Jesus Christ.”

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 
OCTOBER, 1940 


The committee has no great record of service or achievement to report, except 
that we have done what conditions and opportunity have permitted us to do. Evan 
gelism, as promoted by such a committee, must be limited for there is not a suf- 
ficient financial allottment in the budget to permit the use of specialized leaders. Such 
free service as the members of the committee are able to render is done willingly and 
opportunity for such service has been solicited. In the field of promotion and the 
distribution of literature the committee has been greatly aided by the department of 
evangelism of the American Home Mission Society. 

Several pieces of literature have been mailed to the pastors and the committee 
has sought to fully acquaint our churches with the suggested program of "Printed 
Page Evangelism” sponsored by the Council of World Evangelisation. This project 
has received the endorsement of the Home Mission Societies and the state and city 
secretaries. Pastors are urged to preach on the basic evangelistic themes: 

What Is Christianity? 

What Jesus Means To Me. 

How to Become a Christian. 

Make Up Your Mind. 

Leaflets on these themes written by outstanding denominational leaders are avail- 
able for distribution to the members of our churches. The leaflets are planned as 
"ice breakers” with the hope that they will lead to conversation on the Christian life 
and to a life commitment to Christ. The Presbyterian laymen are said to have used 
750,000 leaflets for a similar purpose, last year. 

Your committee has assisted in the promotion of the observance of World-Wide 
Communion Sunday, October 6th, another plan of the Council of World Evan- 
gelization. 

We have also shared in the organization and promotion of the Connecticut par- 
ticipation in the National Christian Mission, a project of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America. This project offers to every pastor-leader such 
evangelistic opportunities as are most likely to bring results in this day and age. The 
state meetings will be held in Hartford, New Haven and Bridgeport during the week 
of January 1 to 8. The program plans to launch an intensive effort that combines 
inspiration, evangelism, education, worship and fellowship. Each community is urged 
to follow up the state meetings with an eight-day preaching mission. Here is an 
opportunity for our Baptist pastors to take the lead in their respective communities in 
organizing and promoting this follow-up program. Someone must take lead in such 
movements from which only good can come but no good can come from such an ef- 
fort unless someone takes it sufficiently to heart to lead the Christian people in our 
communities into such a cooperative venture for Christ and the Church. 
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The promotion of the Baptist Church School Advance has also been aided by 
the committee and we again urge every church school to enlist and make an earnest 

effort to reach the goals of the program. The criticism of these goals as simply catch 

phrases is unworthy. We should accept them as a real challenge to translate them 
into real achievement. The goals of this program are fundamentally evangelistic as 
is our whole church school program and they should be accepted as the minimum 
purpose of each school. 

Occasional calls come to the committee asking aid in securing an evangelist for 
special services. We are glad to assist in finding the man but have no way of render- 
ing financial assistance in such campaigns. 

We recommend to every pastor and church a home visitation for the purpose of 
giving a Christian witness and inviting those visited to actively support the church 
by attendance and service. Where there are those who have not accepted Christ, 

we should be bold to speak the Word that they may be brought to a serious con- 

sideration of their religious relationships. 

The Northern Baptist Convention Program for this year is saturated with the 
evangelistic motive and brings to the pastor sufficient suggestion and material for a 
constructive and sane evangelistic emphasis. 

The results of the year in respect to membership gains reveal a healthy condition 
among the churches. 

Total baptisms 783 in 82 churches. 

Letters received 314. 

Number of churches reporting no baptisms 64. 

Loss by letter 312. 

Dropped 366. 

Non-resident members reported 7,285. 

Fellow pastors and members, let us not take our Christian faith too lightly. Let 
us not be content with a nominal increase but let us press the battle to the gate. Let 
us work for a maximum increase of genuinely converted people. Let us not be afraid 
to venture lest we fail but let us be willing to venture far for Christ and leave the 
result with Him.

That we express to the Pastor and people of the First Baptitst Church in New 
London our deep appreciation of their hospitality in entertaining the Convention. We 
would also assure Pastor Allen and his people that they have our earnest prayers and 
very best wishes for a joyous and adventurous year in the service of the King. 

We would also extend our gratitude to the Dept, of Police of New London for 
the many courtesies extended the delegates. The Press having been most generous in 
giving space to reports of the Convention sessions is entitled to our appreciative recogni- 
tion. To the Radio station, likewise we would extend our thanks. 

Whereas, we believe that the problems of this bewildered and sin sick world can 
never be solved aright until they are solved in the Christ way, therefore be it Resolved, 
that we pledge ourselves afresh to the carrying out of the great Commission under the 
able leadership and guidance of the Missionary Societies of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and of the officers of our Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

Resolved, that the need of this hour in our national life is a return to God, conse- 
quently we urge an increase in our Evangelistic endeavors for Christ. In view of the 
changed attitude of the world toward Jesus Christ, which attitude of indifference gives 
rise to the present wave of lawlessness resulting in dismay and destruction to the useful 
forces of life, and realizing that the only panacea for this ill is the Gospel of Christ, 
we therefore exhort every Church in our State Convention to engage in an aggressive 
evangelistic program which will recapture lost ground for the Church and lost souls 
for Christ. 


The National Christian Mission 

Whereas: There is a dire need for a more united Christian impress on this genera- 
tion, and. 

Whereas: The Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America and the Con- 
necticut Council of Churches and Religious Education have provided a comprehensive 
and vital plan and world famous leadership in the National and Connecticut Christian 
Missions. 
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We urge all of our Churches to cooperate enthusiastically in this promising pro- 
gram of evangelism and Christian education. 

We further resolve, that as Baptists, we cannot he content with local or home 
missions, nor with the propagation and support of our own denominational fields abroad. 
In token of the spirit of Him in whom there is neither Samaritan nor Jew, but the 
Voice in whom all sufferers and needy have like appeal. 

We hereby recommend that we join the forces of National Council of Foreign 
Relief, and as Churches pledge a specific amount for the relief of Baptists and other 
world sufferers. For there is still needed, on a vast scale, amelioration of the lot of 
sufferers, refugees and potential refugees, of any race in the warring zones in this 
stricken world. 

Resolved that we stress the religious education of our children and young people 
in the home and in our schools, that they may have an increasingly intelligent concep- 
tion of the Christian way of life, and that they may be properly equipped in knowledge 
and in character for the prosecution of the tasks of the Kingdom of God in every 
realm of human life, to that end we urge upon all Churches the wholehearted support 
of the Church School Advance program now being projected by the Northern Baptist 
Convention. 

Lord’s Day League 

Whereas: The Lord’s Day has come to be simply another holiday to many 

people, and even many Church members do not consider it a holy day. 

We urge: 1. Support of the Lord’s Day League in its efforts to promote Sun- 
day observance and 

2. That Pastors preach at least once during the year on keeping the Lord’s Day 
as a holy day, and 

3. That children be taught through their Church Schools the values to be gained 
by keeping the Lord’s Day. 

The Liquor Problem 

Whereas: The drinking of alcoholic beverages is taking place to an alarming 

extent among the general public and 

Whereas: Multitudes have succumbed to propaganda and advertising of alcoholic 
beverages so that they condone and tolerate drinking. We urge: 

1. Every church member be asked to think through his own personal habits and 
attitudes regarding liquor. 

2. That the Churches re-examine their Church school programs to provide ade- 
quate teaching about the use of alcoholic beverages and 

3. That the Churches watch diligently to see chat liquor laws be enforced. 

4. That steps be taken to abolish advertising of liquor on the radio. 

The Draft and Conscientious Objectors 

Whereas: The drafting of young men for military training will create difficult 

problems for conscientious objectors to war and 

Whereas: All young men taken away from their normal pursuits and thrown 

together in hastily formed communities and for military training will be faced with 
moral problems of serious proportion.

We urge: 1. That local Churches do all within their power to secure legal rights 
within the law for conscientious objectors and 

2. That Churches do all they can to maintain contact by correspondence and 
other means with their young men who are in training camp, and 

3. That Churches located near training camps be helped to provide such facilities 
as may be needed for moral and spiritual help of Christian young men within the 
camp. 

4. That plans be developed to carry on pastoral work in Churches whose Pastors 
enter service as Chaplains. 

Whereas: The world today — not yet recovered from its last disastrous war, and 
not grown any wiser over the mililcns of its dead and the hundreds of billions of 
dollars of its wealth sent to flame and ashes — ^is once more advancing in a more 
destructive war that might end all civilizations; 

Whereas: War is a wholesale crime legalized by the organized governments of 
this world, whose duties and mission should rather be the health and life, the pros- 
perity and happiness, the good-will and peace of their subjects, to be achieved through 
international understanding, sympathy and cooperation and not through armed force 
and violence; 

Whereas: War is the effect of racial and national claim to supremacy and expan- 
sion and conquest, and such claim is the deadly expression of the false doctrine of the 
superman deified in force, hatred and violence; 

Whereas: The world is at war whenever it forgets its Creator, who is the God of 
Love and Truth, of Righteousness and Peace, of Goodness and Beauty, of Life and 
Order, before whose Judgment Seat we all will be summoned to give account of every 
second of time and of every square inch of space entrusted to our stewardship while 
here on earth; 

Whereas: God has revealed J-Jiniself as such in Jesus Christ, His Son, the Light 
and the Saviour of the World, that through Him the lost world might regain its way 
back to God; 

Whereas: Jesus Christ established His Church on earth to go forth preaching 
the Good Tidings of Redemption, and teaching unlimited loyalty to God’s Commis- 
sion, Good-will and peace to all men; 

Whereas: We, as branches of the Vine and members of the Church of Christ 
are aware of our share in the guilt and short-comings of the world; 

Be It Resolved: That we, as loyal disciples of Jesus Christ, dedicate ourselves 
with a stronger conviction and unlimited devotion to our vital and ever essential Chris- 
tian Missionary task, at home and abroad, that the Light of the Gospel may lead our 
own steps, and the steps of our fellow-men throughout the world, that war and its 
evils may cease, and the dawn of Universal and Righteous peace ushered in by "THE 
MORNING STAR” two thousand years ago may break out for all nations re-born 
in HIM IN WHOM "there is no East nor West, no North nor South, but one 
World-wide brotherhood” in God. 

Resolved: That we return to our Churches with a deepened conviction that the 
principles of the gospel of Jesus Christ are the only hope of the world.

An enormous White Cross quota was filled and again Mrs. Eddy makes a plea 

this winter for that work so vital to the already overburdened missionaries. We must 

not fail them. 

Especial emphasis should be laid upon Christian Friendliness and Christian Citizen- 
ship this autumn. Your secretaries stand ready to help in every way. 

Our Student Counselor reported that work for students is being carried on in 

the larger churches under paid supervision. Let us each look for opportunities to be 

of service to our young people away from home. 

Our women are becoming increasingly concerned over their spiritual and devo- 
tional life and many are joining the "League of Prayer,” whose members observe a 
special time for prayer at sunset. 

The W. W. G. sustained a great loss in the death of their leader, Helen Barnum 
Humphrey early in January. Her place has not been filled and there are no reports 
available. 
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Mrs. Gates continues to urge missionary education and giving among the children. 
All leaders of children, as well as parents and friends, will find the material sent out 
by the C. W. C. both fascinating and constructive. Look for it at our literature table. 
Last year the C. W. C.’s read 1,780 books. 

We are glad to announce that Mrs. A. L. Mulloy and Mrs. J. H. Morsehead 
have become honorary members of our Board of Managers. 

Much is being said about "Loyalty”. May our Loyalty to Christ s Kingdom and 
work be greater than ever this year.

CHARTER 

Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
A-Ssembly convened . That Asahel IVlorse, Caleb Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, 
Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage. 
Pierpont Brockett, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eh Ball, George hditchell, David 
Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra Martin, Asa Tal- 
madge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah Filley and their associates, be, and 
they are hereby formed into, constituted, and made a body politic and corporate ov 
the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Education Society”, and by that name; 
they and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all suits of whatever nature 
soever, may have a common seal and the same alter or change at pleasure. And may 
also have, purchase, receive, hold and convey away estate, real, personal or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 
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Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time elect a presi- 
dent and such other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may 
elect and receive additional members; make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, 
and duties of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election and admission 
of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meeting; the number neces- 
sary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws and regulations which said society may 
deem necessary for the government and due regulation of its concerns to promote and 
secure the essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — not 
repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, on the first 
Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be altered, amended, 
or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 


CONSTITUTION 

Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of "The Connecticut 
Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men and young women, 
who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such mental discipline and 
culture as shall render them more useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the treasury one 
dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches and auxiliary societies, which 
shall be entitled to representation at the annual meeting as follows, viz: Every church 
and auxiliary society contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, 
shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more dollars, two dele 
gates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five Trustees, to be chosen annually 
in any manner the Society may determine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive Committee to 
manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to control its funds and prop- 
erty, to examine and admit candidates to the benefits of the Society, and at every an- 
nual meeting of the Society, they shall make a faithful report of their doings the 
preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and record the acts 
of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw all orders on the Treasurer au- 
thorized by said Committee, conduct the correspondence, give notice of meetings, and 
prepare the annual report of the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer 
shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay them out only to the 
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order of the Secretary; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes, deeds, and other 
evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. 
His accounts shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive Committee and 
Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the same quarterly to said Committee, 
and annually to the Society. The Auditor shall examine annually, or oftener, the 
accounts and securities of the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quarterly meeting 
appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own members, who shall negotiate and 
invest all legacies, bequests, and other permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise 
provided by their donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of officers and transac- 
tion of other business shall be holden during the week and at the same place of each 
meeting of the Convention. Special meetings of the Society may be called by the 
President, at the request of five members of the Executive Committee. The business 
of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the mem- 
bers present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must be a member 
of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a letter from said church, certifying 
his good standing, and its commendation of him as one call to God to the ministry. He 
must satisfy the Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in 
the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the patronage of the Society 
by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the Baptist denomination. 

Art 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall certify his in- 
tention to take the full course of study preparatory, collegiate and theological, unless, 
in the opinion of the Executive Committee, his age and circumstances do not admit of 
such a course; and the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be 
subject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily failing to enter 
the ministry, or for sufficient cause, being dropped from the list of beneficiaries, he 
shall refund the money, with interest, he has received from the Society. 


Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to manage the concerns 
of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution except at an 
annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of the members present, written 
notice of the proposed change having been given and recorded one year previous to 
its adoption.

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REPORT OF THE STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL OF THE 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 


The function of the State Permanent Council is to act in an advisory capacity to 
the churches, to the pastors and associational councils in the matter of ordination and 
in other matters as occasion may arise. 

The Council supervises a registry of Baptist pastors in Connecticut. The registry 
is kept in the office of the Convention. 

The Council renews the request that the Constitution and By-Laws of the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention be amended so as to include the qualifications for ordina- 
tion included in this report. 

The Committee advises that churches when contemplating the ordination of young 
men for the ministry study the "Qualifications for Ordination” and follow the “Pro- 
cedure for Ordination” as follows: 


• Qualifications for Ordination 

1. The candidate for ordination should be a member of the church which ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination should be on the recommendation of the 
Association Permanent Council, or in the event of a lack of such a council 
upon the recommendation of the State Permanent Council. However, the call 
for a council of ordination should not be issued by the Association Council 
until the State Council has had full opportunity to pass on the candidate’s 
qualifications. 

3. The educational qualifications for ordination should be: 

(a) Standard college and theological studies with graduation. 

(b) Or, standard theological studies with graduation, besides two years of 
college studies. 

4. If the candidate for ordination has not had the educational preparation listed 

above, ordination should not be granted until he has completed at least a two 

years’ course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination should have completed his course of studies, and 
should be either a pastor, or pastor-elect, or under appointment for missionary 
or educational work. 

6. A candidate for ordination should be able to give clear convictions of truth 

upon subject kindred to, God; the Person of Christ; the Work of the Holy 

Spirit; the Church and Its Ordinances; World-wide Missions; and he should 
be able to give evidence of the implications of these truths in their relation 
to the life of the individual, the life of the church, and the life of the world. 
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Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a meeting of 
the candidate with the examining committee of the Association Permanent 
Council and makes contact with the State Permanent Council, forwarding full 
data as to the qualifications of the candidate. 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the Association 
Permanent Council after it has advised with the State Council, the church 
calls said council through its moderator to assemble as a council of examina- 
tion for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President and General 
Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council, and such other 
guests as the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination should not be set 
until after the council of examination has recommended that the church pro- 
ceed with the ordination service. 

5. Where there is no Association Permanent Council the church of which 

the candidate is a member should present the candidate to the State Permanent 

Council for examination and upon its recommendation proceed to call a 

council of examination for ordination. Invitations to the council should be 
issued as in Sec. 3 above. 

(Qualifications for Ordination, and Procedure of Candidate for Ordination as 
given are according to the amendments adopted by the Convention at the 1940 

meeting.)

Your committee attended the annual meeting of the Connecticut Council of 
Churches and Religious Education held in West Hartford in January, 1940, and re- 
ports to you that this agency of a co-operative Protestantism is carrying on an effective 
and worthwhile ministry supported by a sound financial condition and able leadership.

Minutes of the New Haven Baptist Association 

The 115th annual meeting of the New Haven Baptist Association was held with 
the First Baptist Church, Middletown, Conn. Reverend Lester T. Mallery, pastor, 
on Wednesday, October 2, 1940. The meeting was called to order by the moderator, 
the Reverend Harry W. Rogge, at 9:45 A. M. and the Association sang the hymn, 
"Forward Be Our Watchword,” after which the prayer of invocation was offered by 
the Reverend Herbert Judson White, D. D., of Branford. Pastor Mallery welcomed 
the delegates and the moderator expressed appreciation of the welcome. 

The Association listened to the following items of business:

g. Reports of Standing Committees. These reports had been placed in mimeo- 

graph form and were distributed at this time. 
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The annual sermon was delivered by the Reverend William V. Allen of the 
Meriden Main Street Church on the subject, "Applied Christianity”. This proved 
an interesting sermon and effectively set the pace of excellence for the day. 

The Reverend George A. Clarke, D. D., of Malden, Mass., was then introduced 
and gave the first of three outstanding addresses of the day, on the subject, "The 
Larger Outlook of the Church”. 

The Ministers’ meeting was convened in an interesting session from 12:00 to 
12:30. 

Lunch was served at 12:30 by the womene of the host church. 

The afternoon session convened at 1:30. Devotions were led by the Reverend 
George A. Clarke, D. D., who again stirred the souls of all in attendance as he spoke 
on "Discipleship”.

After discussion, the following motion was made and seconded: "Resolved that 
the New Haven Association meet on the afternoon and evening of the first Sunday 
in October, 1941. That this be regarded as an experiment and that it be for the 
1941 meetings only, and that the Calvary Baptist church. New Haven, be the place 
for the meeting.” Motion carried.

A letter from 
Dr. Gaines, who was to be the spokesman for the state officials, was read by the 
moderator, expressing his regrets at being called home unexpectedly, and the moderator 
recognized Dr. E. E. Gates, who brought brief greetings and made announcements 
concerning the Connecticut Baptist Convention meetings to be held with the First 
Baptist Church, New London, Conn., on October 16, 17 and 18.

The Reverend A. I. Nasmith was then presented and spoke very interestingly on 
Missionary Conditions in War-Tom China.

Questions were asked and discussed by those in attendance. The meeting ad- 
journed for the banquet, which was served by the women of the Middletown Church 
and was truly sumptuous. The speaker at the banquet hour was President James L. 
McConaughey of Wesleyan University, and lieutenant governor of Connecticut. Dr. 
McConaughey spoke on "The Signs of Our Times”. This address was unusually fine. 

At 7:30 the evening session was called to order by the moderator. The devotions 
were led by the Reverend A. E. Couch of Deep River. Dr. E. E. Gates, secretary 
of the Connecticut Baptist Convention then gave an interesting address entitled, "Let’s 
Look at Our Mission Churches”, showing pictures of several of these churches as well 
as several of past and present workers in them. Rev. O. P. Campbell was again 
called to the chair and presented Sherman Perkins of Meriden to speak on The Baptist 
Youth Fellowship Movement, and Miss Anne Petruzella, Miss Jane Peck, and Mr.

The 123rd annual meeting of the New London Baptist Association convened 
with the Central Baptist Church, Norwich, Conn., Dr. David A. Pitt, pastor, on 
Tuesday, September 24, 1940. 


Morning Session 

Moderator Rev. Joseph J. Allen called the morning session to order at 10 A. M. 
and conducted a brief devotional period. He then called on Dr. Pitt, pastor of the 
entertaining church, who gave a cordial word of welcome to the delegates and friends. 
In the course of his remarks he mentioned the fact that the entertaining church has 
been a member of the Association for exactly one hundred years. Following Dr. 
Pitt’s words of welcome came the report of the trustees by Emery Davis, chairman 
of the board. Rev. Percy A. Kilmister gave a digest of the church letters. 

The annual sermon was preached by Rev. Frank Coleman of Quaker Hill on 
the theme: "The Witness of the Church in a Troubled World”. His message was 
timely and inspiring. 

The morning session adjourned at noon and dinner was served by the women 
of the church, an excellent menu being provided. 

Afternoon Session 

The afternoon session at 1:30 o’clock began with a conference for women, held 
in the sanctuary, and conducted by Mrs. David Pitt and Mrs. Anna Abel. 

A meeting of the permanent council was held simultaneously with the women’s 
meeting in Bushnell Chapel. At this meeting it was voted that plans should be im- 
mediately started to reorganize the Association for more effective service and a com- 
mittee was appointed for this purpose. 
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The devotional period of the afternoon session was conducted by Delwin H. Martin, 
pastor of the Montauk Avenue Church, New London, after which Dr. E. E. Gates, 
secretary of the Baptist Convention, spoke on the work of the Convention. 

A splendid missionary message was delivered by Dr. Nasmith of East China and 
a panel discussion was held on "Baptist Church School Advance,” which was led by 
Director Oscar P. Campbell. Other members of the "panel” were Edward Nelson, 
U. S. Grant Sension and Percy Kilmister. Questions and short speeches on the subject 
were given by members of the audience. 

Rev. Herbert E- Hinton, state director of missionary work, spoke of the de- 
nominational missionary program and stressed the need for greater loyalty to the 
"world vision of the church”. Rev. John Swetnam presented the report on obituaries 
in which he stated that in the past year there have been 32 deaths in the churches 
which are members of the association. Special mention was made of Deacon Charles 
R. Cross of the First Baptist Church, Norwich, Deacon Sterling Nelson of the Third 
Church, and Charles D. Noyes of the Central Church.

These expressed thanks for hospitality of the Central Church 
and on current issues. 


Evening Session 

For the evening session the Baptist Youth Forum of New London county co- 
operated. Moderator Allen presided and the worship period was in charge of John 
Kamercia of New London, followed by an anthem by the young people’s choir of the 
Central Church. 

Reports of three summer religious training schools were given. Miss Marion 
Chapman reported for the school at Storrs, Howard Jones for Royal Ambassadors 
at Ocean Park, and Gladys Ellsworth for Northfield. A solo, "Prayer”, by Guion, 
was rendered by Rev. Edward R. Nelson. 

The main address of the evening, and an inspiring one it proved indeed, was 
given by Rev. A. Dixon Hoag of Lyme, who spoke on "Christian Youth in These 
Troubled Days”. He told his hearers that religious people have not surrendered be- 
fore the problem of evil but are rather combatting it. They have not lost faith and 
will not lose it. He declared his belief that we are right now, in these troubled days, 
re-valuing our traditions and rediscovering our spirit values. 

The evening session and the 123rd meeting of the Association came to a close 
with the singing of the hymn "Take My Life and Let It Be”, followed by prayer 
and benediction by Dr. Pitt.
